Acr No. II. or 1842. 


An Act for providing for the exercise of certain 
powers by the Governor General during his 
absence from the Council of India. 


I. Whereas it is expedient that the Gover- 
nor General should visit the North Western 
Provinces and other parts of India, unaccom- 
panied by any Member of the Council of 
India, it is enacted that during the absence 
of the Governor General from Calcutta, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor General alone 
to exercise all the powers which may he ex- 
ercised by the Governor General in. Council, 
except alwavs the power of making Laws aud 
Itegulations. 


IL And it is further enacted, that this 
Act shall commence from the duy on which 
it shall be notified by an Order published in 
the Official Gazette, that the Governor Gene- 
ral has quitted Calcutta for the purpose of so 
proceeding as aforesaid.

The Garrison is to occupy the N. F. corner of the 
Town. The Garrison is exhausted by fatigue and 
constant duty, and the men have suffered greatly 
from cold, the thermometer having been 14 below 
Zero. The terms are honorable treatment and 

safety whilst here and on the march to Cabool, 
solemnly sworn to by the Chiefs. In capitulating, 
1 have only acted Wi ta the orders of Major 
Pottinger and General Elphinstone, who directed 
me, in an official letter, to evacuate the Citadel and 
City on the arrival of Roohilla Khan, son of 
Ameenoolah Khan, Sirdar of Logur. This Chief 
arrived and promised to escort us in safety to

relating to the Donation granted by Iler Majesty to the 
Forces employed in the late operations in China, 
we have to apprize you, that the Secretary of State 
for the War Department has now stated, with refer- 
ence to the Minute of the Lords of the "Treasury, on that 
euhject, that the only persons who are entitled to 
participate, under the first Class defined in it, are those 
who were employed in the operations against Canton in 
May 1841, under the immediate pressure of which, the 
sum of Money, out of which the Gratuity is to be paid, was 
obtained from the Chinese Authorities.”

An Act for annexing to the British Territory certain 


Villages belonging to the late Nepanee Jagheer, and 
acquisitions by exchange from the Sattara State. 


I.— Whereas the villages lately composing the Ne- 
panee Jaghcer have lapsed to Government, and it has 
been deemed desirable, in order to the better conso- 
lidation and management of the British and Sattara 
territories, to exchange certain villages for mutual 
convenience. It is hereby enacted, that from the time 
of passing this Act, those villages hitherto included 
by Act of the-Government of India, or Regulation in 
the British territory which from being situated withia 
the limits of the Sattara territory, it has been advisa- 
ble to transfer, shall be made over to that State, and 
that those villages which have now become a part of 
the British territory by lapse or exchange shall be 
eubject to all Acts and Regulations which are or shall 
be in force within the territories subject to the Presi- 
dency of Bombay. `

XXIX. of 1827 and Regulation VII. of 1830, as

‘Troops, under Mahomed Akbar Khan, by the Garri-on 
of Jellalabad. 

That illustrious Garrison, which, by its constancy in 
enduring privation, ane u V ite valour la action, lias 
already obtained for it Hohe sympathy aud reepcet 
of every true Soldier, bay now, saliyirg forth from its 
walls, under the eommatid of its gallant leader, Major 
Qem- ral Sir Robert Sale, thoroughly beaten in open 
field an enemy of more than thrée times ita numbers, 
taken the Standards of their boasted Cavalry, destroyed 
their Camp, and re-captured four Guns, which, under 
circumstances which cau never again occur, had during 
the last wintcr fallen into their hands. 


The Governor General cordially congratulates the 
army upon the return of victory to its ranks. Ue ts 
convinced that there, as in all former times, it will be 
found, while, as at Jellalabad the Esropean and Na- 
tive Troops mutually supporting cach other, and 
evincing equal discipline and valour, are led into action 
by Oificers in whom they justly confide, 

The Governor General directs that the substance of 
this Notification and of Major General Sir Robert 
Sale’s report be carefully made known to all the 
Troops, and thata salute of 21 guns be tired at every 
principal Station of the Army.

and circumstantial terms from spies in the enemy's 
Camp, to the effect that the Force under Major Ge- 
neral Pullock, C. B, had met with reverse in the 
Khyber, and retraced its steps towards Peshawur, and 
about IO p. M. on the Gth a fou-de-joie and salute. of 
artilleny. was fred by 01817910854, Akbur, which was 
asid:to be in honor of the same event. It was on the 
same day and’ through similar channels announced to 
me that the Afghata were sending reinforeements to 
aid in defending. the Frontier Passes. Although I 
could not whallg. dépend upon these statements, which 
were improbable io themseives, BoA accompanied by 


counter reports of another revolution at Cabool, which 
was assigned by some as the cause of the rejoicing of 
the difeat ef the Afghans in Khyber, and by an 
account of the intended and even actual retreat of the 
Sirdar to-day; however I came, on a full consideration 
of the various circumstances aud rumours, to the re- 
solution of anticipating the last mentioned event by a 
general attack on the Afghan Camp, in the hopes of 
relieving this place from blockade, and facilitating 
General Pollock's advance. I accordingly gave direc- 
tions to form three columns of Iifantry,. The centre 
consisting of II. M's 13th Light Jafantry, 500 Rank 
and File nuder Colonel Dennie, C. B. The left of the 
35th N. 1, 510 Rank and File under Lieutenant Co- 
lone] Monteith, C. B. The right of a Company of 
the 13th Light Infantry, another of the 35th N. I. 
and the detachment of Sappers under Lieutenant Orr, 
(the severity of Captain Broadfoot’s wound still ren- 
dering hin non-effective) the whole 360 streng, com- 
manded by Captain Havelock, 13th Light Infaatry. 
Theke were to be supported by the fire of the guns of 
No. 6, Light Fult Battery, under Captain Abbott, to 
which Captain Backhouse, Shah Shoojah’s Artillery, 
was also. attached, and by the whole of my small Ca- 
valry force under Captain Oldfield and Lieatenaut 
Mayne. The troops issued from the Cabu! and Pesh- 
awur Gates at daylight this morning. So far from 
the Sirdar having made any dispositions to avoid the 
encounter, his whole force (not falling short in all of 
GOOO men) was formed in order of battle for the 
defence of his Camp, its right resting op a Fort, and 
its left on the Cabul river, and even the ruined walls 
within SOO yards of the place, recently repaired, wera 
filled with Ghilzie marksmen, evidently prepared for 
a stout resistance. The attack was Jed by the Skir- 
mishers in column, under Captain Havelock, which 
drove the enemy in the most satisfactory manner from 
the extreme left of his advaneed line of walls, which 
it pierced at once, and procseded to advance into the 
plain, whilst the central column directed its efforts 
against a square post, the defence of which was obsti- 
nately maintained, 


With the deepest regret I have to mention that, 
whilst nobly leading his Regiment to the assault, 
Colonel Dennie, C. B., of the 18th Light Infantry, 
received a shot through the body, which shortly after 
proved fatal. The rear of this work being gained by 
passing to its left, Í gave orders for a combined attack 
on the enemy's camp. It was in every way brilliant 
and successful, The Artillery advanced at the gallop, 
and directed a henvy fire on the Afghan centre, whilst 
two of the columns of Infantry penetrated his line at 
the same point, and the third drove hia left back from 
his support on the river, into the stream of which some 
of his Horse and Foot were forced. The Afghans 
made repeated attempts ta check our advance by a 
smart fire of musqueiry, and throwing forward heavy 
bodies of horse, which twice closely threatened the 
Troops under Captain Havelock, and by opening 
against us 3 Guna from a Battery, screened by a Gar- 
dep Wall, and said to have been served under the 
personal superintendence of the Sirdar; but in a short 
time they were dislodged from every point of their 
position, their Cannon taken, nud their Camp involved 
in a general conflagration, The battle was over, and 
the enemy im full retreatin the direction of Lughman 
by about 7 A. M. Wo have made our-elves mastera 
of 2 Cavalry Standards, recaptured 4 Guns, lost by the 
090০1 and Gundamuck Forces, the restoration of 
which to our Government is viewed by the Force with 
much honeat exultation, and destroyed the whole of the 
Enemy's Tents. In short, the defeat of Mahomud 
Akbar by the force which he boasted of blockading, 
has been, in open field, complete and signal, 

The fall of an Officer ao distinguished as Colonel 
Dennie will befelt as a public calamity. Lamenting 
it ia every way, I muet share with his country, his 
Regiment, and his friends, in thé consolation atfurded 
by the reflection that he wae killed most gallantly 
performing his duty. 
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1 have to express my entire satisfaction with the 
conduct on this occasion of Lieutenant Colonel Mon-, 
teith, C. B., Commanding one of the Infantry Columns 
under my own eye, and of Captain Wilkinson, on 
whom the charge of the other devolved on the death 
of his Lieutenant Colonel. Of Captain Oldfield and 
Lieutenant Mayne, who led the Cavalry, and of Cap- 
tains Abbott and Backhouse and Licutenant Dawes 
of the Artillery. The able and judicious manner in 
which Captain Havelock moved the force under his 
command, which acted on a line so distant as to render 
its manceuvres independent of my immediate control, 
demands my particular and separate commendation. 
My acknowledgments are also especially due to Cap- 
tain Wade, my Brigade Major, whose exertions were 
on this day, as they have ever been, most meritorious. 
To Major Frazer of the Light Cavalry, who acted as

The Governor General cordially congratulates the 
army upon the return of victory to its ranks. He is

[.—Whereas the villages lately composing the Ne- 
panee Jagheer have lapsed to Government, and it has 
been deemed. desirable, in order tothe better canso- 
lidation and management of the British and Sattara 
territories, to exchange certain villages for matual 
convenience. It ia hereby enacted, that from the time 
of passing thia Act, those willages hitherto included 
by Act of the Government of India, or Regulation in 
the British territory which from being situated within 
the limits of the Sattara territory, it hae been advisa- 
ble to transfer, shall be made over to that State, and 
that those villages which have now become a part of 
the British territory by lause or exchange shall be 
subject to all Acts and Regulations which are or shall 
be in force within the territories subject to the Presi- 
dency of Bombay.

Act No. of 1842. 
For the better Collection of Revenue from Lands with- 


in the Bombay Presidency, of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 





J. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Couucil of Bombay of Commis- 
sionB to certain Jageerdars, at the discretion of the 
said Governor in Council, by virtue of which such 
Jagcerdare shall possess increased powers for collect- 
ing the Revenue due to them in respect of Landa 
within the Bombay Presidency of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State, 

It is hereby enacted, that it shall be Jawful for the 
Governor in Council of Bombay, to grant to any Ja- 
geerdar, Surinjamdar, luamdar, or other person hold- 
ing Lands, the Revenue of which has been alienated 
to him by the State, a Commission conferring upon 
him authority for the collection of such Revenue by 


| 


the powers hereinafter mentioned, or such of them as ` 
shall bo specified in the Commission in addition to the 
powers now exeftisable by law. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that such Commis- 
mission Shall be granted or withheld, acd, when grante 
ed, shall be liable to be withdrawn at the discretion of 
Government, and such Commission may, if the Go- 
vernor in Council of Bombay see fit, include one or 
more Agents of such Jageerdar or other holder of 
alienated Lands as well as such holder in person. 


HI. And itis hereby enacied, that the holder of 
such Commission shall have authority to demand se- 
curity for the payment of the Land Revenue, in res- 
pect of the Lands specified in the Commission, and, if 
the same be not furnisked, to take euch precaution as 
the Collector is authorised to take under Section Al. 
Regulation XVil. of 1827, Bombay Code. 


IV. And it is herehy enacted, that the holder of 
euch Commission shall have authority to send Mohus- 
suls on Defaultera under the Provisions of Clauses 2, 
3, 4, 5, Section XII. Regulation XVII. of 1827, Bom- 
bay Code, provided that oue foot Mohussul only be 
employed in each case, and that the Mohussullee shall 
cease on the enforcement of any other remedy for the 
collection of the Revenue, except the taking of such 
security as afureaaid. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of any 
such Commission shall be authorised to attach tue pro- 
perty of persons making default in the payment of 
such Revenue as aforesaid, making an immediate res 
port to the Collector or his Assistant of his having 
done so, and should the demand on account of whieh 
the attachment may be made appear to the Colli ctor 
or his Assistant to be just, he shall give orders for the 
sale of such property, and the sale shall be conducted 
agreeably to the Provisions of Clause VII. Section XII. 
Regulation XVII. of 1827, Bombay Code, exept in 
cases in which the holder of the Commission by whom 
the attachment has been made shall be a Jageecdar, 
Surinjamdar or Inamdar, vested by Regulation 5111, 
of 1830, with Civil jurisdiction and with power to 
execute his own decrees or his Agents, when the 
sale shall be conducted by him, and not by the Collec- 
tor and his subordinate Revenue Officers. 


VI. And itis hereby enacted, that if the Revenue 
or rent payable by any Malgoozar or Ryotto a Jageer- 
dar or other holder of Government alienated lands 
shall have been fixed by a Government Officer before 
the grant of the Landin Jageer, or if any Malgoozar or 
Hyot have paid at the same rate on account of any 
lund for five years consecutively, or if the rent tender- 
ed by any Malgoozar or Ryot be at the usual rate 
payable for the Land according to the custom of the 
Village and Pergunna as declared by the Kooikurnee 
and other Local Officers of Revenue, the demand by 
any Jageerdar under coler of this Act of an excess of 
rent beyond the amount due as above provided shall be 
deemed to be extortion, and the person against whom 
such demand shall have been made shall obtain upon 
any judgment being passed after regular or summary 
trial three times the amount of any euch excessive de- 
mand as damages for the same. Provided, however, 
that nothing herein prescribed or contained shall pre- 
vent a Jageerdar or other Lakhirajdar from instituting 
a suit in any Court of competent jurisdiction for the 
purpose of establishing hie claim to re-assess the Lands 
of uny Malgoozar or Ryot who may be paying leas 
than the full Juma to whioh he is juatly liable, and 
upon the Jageerdars obtaining a decree adjudgiug to 
him such power the demand made by him under such 
decree, shall if conformable thereto be deemed a legal 
demand for arrears, and shall be leviable by the same 
process as is above provided for other arrears due. | 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that no Jageerdar 
shall proceed under this Act by arrest or by distraint . 
and sale of effects for any arrear of longer standing | 
than one year from the date of instituting such pro- 
CEM. | Ee? 
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VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of 
any such Commission as is above described ahal! be 
liable to the same penalty for au excessi f demand of 
R venue ar rent as other Jageerdars. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that all compulsory 
process nuder this Act shall cease on the alleged de- 
faulter furnishing s-curity to pay the amount which 
may be decreed against him with costs and interest in 
a Court competent to try auch suite, provided that 
such audita in whieh any one of the privileged classes 
established by Regulation XXIX. of 1827. Sections III. 
and IV. and by 10071501688 VIL. of 1830, Bombay 
Code, may be the defendant, shall be tried before the 
Collector and his Assistants. Any thing in Regulations 
I and XVI. of 1831, notwithstanding. And any holder 
of any such Commission as aforesaid by himself or his 
Agents proceeding with any compulsory process under 
thin Act after the furnishing of such security as afore- 
said, or after the due tender thereof shall forfeit all the 
Revenue sought to be recovered by such compulsory 
process.

The following Draft of a proposed Act waa read in 
Council for the first time on the 22d April, 1842. 


Acr No. — of 1842. 
For the better. Collection of Revenue from Lands with- 
in the Bombuy Presidency, of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Couneil of Bombay of Commis- 
sionB to eertain Jageerdara, at the discretion of the 
anid Governor in Council, by virtue of which such 
Jageerdars shall possess iucrenecd powers for collcct- 
ing the Revenue due to them in respect of Lands 
within the Bombay Presidercy of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 


It is hereby enneted, that it «hall be Jawful for the 
Governor in Council of Bombay, to grant to any Ja- 
geerdar, Surinjanidar, luamdar, or other person hold- 
ing Lands, the Revenue of which has been alienated 
to him by the State, a Commission conferring upon 
him authority for the collection of such Revenue by 
the powers hereinafter mentioned, or such of them as 
shall be apecitied in the Commission in addition to the 
powers now exercisable by law. 


Il. And it is hereby enacted, that such Commis- 
mission shall be granted or withheld, and, when grant- 
ed, shall be liable to be withdrawn at the discretion of 
Government, and such Commission may, if the Go- 
vernor in Council of Bombay see ft, include one or 
more Agents of such Jageerdar or other holder of 
alienated Lands as well as such holder in person. 


JII. And itis hereby enacted, that the holder of 
such Commission shall have authority to demand ৪৪- 
qurity for the payment of the Land Revenue, in res- 
|» peet of the Lands specified in the Commission, and, if 
the same be not furnisbed, to take such precaution as 
the Collector i« authorised to take under Section XI. 
Regulation XVII. of 1827, Bombay Code. 


IV. And itis Hereby enacted, that the holder of 
euet, Commission shall have authority to send Mohus- 
suls or Defaulters under the Provisions of Clauses 2, 
9, 4, 5, Section XII. Regulation XVII. of 1827, Bom- 
bay Code, provided that one foot Mohussul only be 
employed in each case, and that the Mohussullee shall 
cease on the enforcement of any other remedy for the 
collection ef the Revenue, except the taking of such

the attachment may be made appear to the Collector 
or his Assistant to be just, he shall give orders for tha 
sale of such property, and the sale shall be conducted 
agreeably to the Provisions of Clause VII.

And itis hereby enacted, that if the Revenue 
or rent payable by any Malgoozar or Ryot to a Jageer- 
dar or other holder of Government alienated lands 
shall have been fixed by a Government Officer before 
the grant of the Landin Jageer, or if any Malgoozar or 
Ryot have paid at the same rate on account of any 
land for five years consecutively, or if the rent tender- 
ed by any Malgoozar or Ryot be at the usual rate 
payable for the Land according to the custom of the 
Village and Pergunna as declared by the Koolkurnee 
aud other Local Officers of Revenue, the demand by 
any Jageerdar under color of this Act of an excess of 
rent beyond the amount due as above provided shall be 
deemed to be extortion, and the person against. whom 
auch demand shall have been made shall obtain upon 
any judgment being passed after regular or summary 
trial three times the amount of any such excessive de- 
mand as damages for the same. Provided, however, 
that nothing herein prescribed or contained shall. pre- 
vent a Jageerdar or other Lakhirajdar from instituting 
a suit in any Court of competent jurisdiction for the 
purpose of establishing his claim to re-assess the Lands 
of any Malgoezar or Ryot who may be paying lees 
than the full Juma to which he ie justly liable, and 
upon the Jageerdara obtaining a decree adjudpging to 
him such power the demand made by him under such 
decree, shall if conformable thereto be deemed a legal 
demand for arrears, and shall be Ieviable by the same 
proccss as is above provided for other arrears due, 


Vil. And it ia hereby enacted, that no Jageerdar 
shall proceed under thia Act by arrest or by distraint 
aud sale of effets for uny arrear of longer standing 
than one year from the date of instituting such pro- 
CC, 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of 
any such Commission as is above described shall be 
liable to the same penalty for an excessivo. demand of 
Revenue or rent as other Jageerdars. 


IX. And it is hereby enacted, that all compulsory 
process under this Act shall cease en the alleged de- 
faulter furnishing security to pay the amount which 
muy be decreed against bim with coats and interest in 
a Court competent to try such suits, provided that 
such suits in which any one of the privileged classes 
established by Regulation XXIX. of 1827, Sections IIL. 
and IV. and by Regulation VII. of 1830, Bombay 
Code, may be the defendant, shall be tried before the 
Collector and his Assistants, Any thing in Regulations 
J and XVI of 1831, notwithstanding. And any holder 
of any auch Commission as aforesaid by himeelf or his 
Agents proceeding with any compulsory process under 
this Act after the furnishing of such security as afore- 
said, or after the due tender thereof shall forfeit all the 
Revenue sought to be recovered by such compulsory 
process.

An Act concerning payment on account of Licenses for 
the Sale of Spirits in the Islunds of Bombay and 
Colaba. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that whenever a License to 
Retail Spirituous Liquors in the Islands of Bombay 
and Colaba shall be granted under the Provisions of 
Act XVIII. of 1840, the Officera granting such Li- 
censes shall be authorized to demand such Fee, Tax, 
or Duty in consideration of the privilege granted as 
may from time to time be fixed by such Officers under 
the sanction of the Governor of Bombay in Council. 
And euch Fee, Tax, or Duty may be made payable in 
advance, or at such period as may be settled under 
such authority as aforesaid. 


Il. And it is hereby enacted, that it shal) be law- 
ful for the Officers granting such Licenses to withhold 
or recall the aame in ease the Fee, Tax, or Duty 
aforeaaid be not duly paid according to the conditions 
upon which any such License shall be granted. And 
any person vending Spirituous Liquors within the

GENERAL ORDER BY THE RIGHT HONORABLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
OF INDIA. 


HEAD QUARTERS, ALLAHABAD, 
APRIL 80TH, 1842. ' 


The Governor General has received a report from Major General Pollock, C. B. dated the 16th instant, 


announcing his arrival at Jelalabad. 


The Major General has thus carried into effect the orders of the Government ina manner which entitles 
him to the highest approbation, 


Receiving the command of the Army at Peshawur under cincumstanees of peculiar difficulty, he has in 
the midst of new and unforeseen embarrassments and disappointments, preserved a firm mind, and justly rely- 
ing upon his own judgment he has at last, with equal discretion and decision, accomplished the object he was 
directed to effect. 


The Governor General requests Major Pollock to accept his acknowledgements of the good service he 
has thus rendered to the Government of India, and begs he will communicate to the gallant Officera and troops 


under lis comma Ge the entire satisfaction with which their conduct has been regarded on this occasion. 





The Governor General has already, in communicating the despatch from Major General Sir Robert Sale, 
K. C. B., dated the 7th instant, expressed his high sense of the services of that Officer and of the garrison of 
Jelalabad, terminating on that day by a decisive victory, which would have left nothing to desire had Colonel 


Dennie survived to enjoy it. 


The garrison of Jelalabad having on that day achieved its safety by its own prowess, and being n ow re- 
united to the Army by the movements of the force under the command of Major Genera! Pollock, C. B., it 
remains only for the Governor General to testify his opinion of the just claims of that garrison to the gratitude 
of tbe Government and of their country. 


The Governor General is pleased to. direct that the second company of the sixth battalion of Artillery 
shall bear upon its appointments, and the fifth regiment of Light Cavalry upon its standards and appointments, 
and the thicty-fifth regiment of Native Infantry upon its colors and appointments, a mural crown superscribed 
* Jelalabad," a a memorial of the fortitude, perseverance and enterprise evinced by those several corps dur- 
ing the bloekade of Jelalabad. 


The Governor General is likewise pleased, in conformity with the recommendation of his Excellency the 
Commander in Chief, to direct that “ in order to give additional and lasting honors to the 35th Native Iofan- 
try, whilst it benefits the Sarvice generally, that corps shall hereafter be made a Light Infantry regiment, the 
duties of which it is already so well acquainted with, and has performed with so much zeal and spirit. " 


The Governor General is further pleased to direct that a silver medal be made for every officer, non-com- 
missioned officer, and private, European and native, who belonged to the Garrison of Jelalabad on the seventh 
of April, 1842, such medals to be all similar, and to bear on oue side a mural crown superscribed “ Jelalabad,” 
and on the other side the words ‘ April 7th, 1842." 


The Government of India will present euch medal to every officer, non-commissioned officer, and private, 

European and native, belonging to their service, and will request the home authorities to lay before her Majesty 
‘their most humble prayer that her Majesty will be graciously pleased to permit the Major General Commanding 
and the officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates iu her Majesty a service, who formed part of the Gar- 
rison of Jelulabad, to receive and wear a medal similar to that which will be so presented to their brothers 
in arms. 


The Governor General, taking into consideration the many great privations to which the troops compos- 
ing the garrison of Jelalabad were exposed during the blockade of that place, and the noble fortitude with 
which all such privations were borne, as well as the various losses the troops sustained, is pleased to direct that - 
a donation of six months’ batta be made to all the officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates, European 
and native, who composed the garrison of Jelalabad on the 7th of April, 1842. 


The Governor General will request his Excelleney the Commander in Chief of the Army to give instruc- 
tions in due time that the several corps composing the garrison of Jelalabad may, on their return to India, be 
received at all the stations on their route to their cantonments, by all the troops at such stations, in review 
order with presented arms.

For the better Collection of Revenue from Lands with- 
in the Bombay Presidency, of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Council of Bombay of Conimis- 
sions to certain Jageerdara, at the discretion of the 
said Governor in Council, by virtue of which ruch 
Jageerdars shull possess increased powers for collect- 
ing the Revenue due to them in respect of Lands 
within the Bombay Presidency of which the Revenue 
has been olienated by the State. ` 

It is hereby enacted, that it ahall be lawful for the 
Governor in Council of Bombay, to grant to any Ja- 
geerdar, Surinjamdar, Inamdar, or other person hold- 
ing Lands, the Revenue of which has been alienated 
to him by the State, a Commission conferring upon 
him authority for the collection of such Revenue by 
the powera hereinafter mentioned, or such of them as 
shall be specified in the Commission in addition to the 
powers now exercisable by law. 


IL And it is hereby enacted, that such Commis- 
mission shall be granted or withheld, and, when grant- 
ed, shall be liable to be withdrawn at the discretion of 
Government, and such Commission may, if the Go- 
vernor in Council of Bombay see fit, include one or 
more Agents of such Jageerdar or other holder of 
alienated Lands as well as such holder in person.

And it is hereby enacted, that all compulsory 
process under this Act shall cease on the alleged de- 
faulter furnishing security to pay the amount which 
may be decreed against bim with costs and interest in 
a Court competent to try auch suits, provided that 
such suits in which any one of the privileged classes 
established by Regulation X XIX.of 1827, Sectíans HI.

Resolution.—The Hon'ble the Presidentin Council 
resolves that the following Amended Draft on the 
subject, be re-published for general information: 


Act No. — of 18442. 


An Act for the better Regulation of Military Bazars, 
and defining the liabilities of Camp-followers. 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that no person residing 
within the limita of any Military Cantonment shall be 
allowed to recover, in any Military Court of Requests 
for the Native Troops of the East India Company, held 
within such Cantonment, any debt contracted in the 
way of trade, or for the lean of muney within euch 
Cantonment, by any person subject to the jurisdiction 
of such Court, unless the person seeking to recover the 
debt, shall, at the time of the contracting thereof, have 
been registered as a Military Bazarman within such 
Cantonment. 

II. And it is hereby declared, that the several 
descriptions of persons specified in Regulation XX. of 
1810, of the Bengal Code, Sections 2, 4 and 22, shail 
be subject to the provisions of Acts No. XI. of 1841, 
and No. XXVIII. of 1841, in liko manner as enlisted 
Soldiers. .

First.—That all Letters and Newapapers, except 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Letters, intended for transmission 
by the Overland Mails, end except those apecially 
marked via “ Falmouth," will be sent through France, 
aud thus be subject to the heavier rate of postage. 

Second.—Letters and Newspapers addressed to 
France as well as those to other foreign countries, with 
which France is the channel of communication (if the 
latter are expressly directed to be sosent) will be made 
up in Packets and sent to the French Post Master at 
Marseilles; but Lettera for Foreign Countries, other 
than France, if not specially directed to France, will 
be included in the Packets for England. Letters, &c., 
for places lying between Dombay and Marseilles, will 
be despatched in separate Wickets, 


Third.—Letters for the United kingdom of Great 
Britain, weighing less than a quarter of an ounce, and 
passing through France, are charged single postage, 
which by that route amounts to 2s. 8d. By the Fal- 
mouth route, Lettera of half an ounce in weight, are 
subject to aingle postage oniy, which by that route, 
has now been reduced to ls. 

Newspapers, if sent via Falmouth, are free of post- 
age; but if transmitted by the way of Marseilles, they 
are charged 24. each.
